It was understood that instructions to the 
unit would normally be coordinated between AFOIN and CIA but that 
there was no desire to restric^ither from communicating directly 
to its representatives in|H||^^^|for particular agency-type instruc- 
tions, Bober reported that it was Mr, Bisseil's hope that the agencies 
might take a relaxed and generous attitude toward the right to paes 
communication* to their representatives. (This applisd to Army and 
Navy as well as CIA and the Air Force,) But along with that, the 
representatives there should be encouraged to make the Information 
in such communications freely available. Colonel M&cia and Mr. Lundahl 
both felt that this was souni and essential. 

2. Transmission of Photographic Materials from the Field. 

Mr. Beber stated that he felt if at all poeeible arrangements should 
be worked out wife the detachments for the prompt movement of film 
to the Z1 once theatre needs had been met. He also wondered if it 
were possible to obtain reporting from the theatre as to the where- 
abouts of the film so that there could be reasonable knowledge in the 
XI ae to it* whereabouts, 

3. It was agreed that the communications arrangements 
outlined in the memorandum bearing upon the foregoing paragraph 
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(TCS-564-56) ought to contribute to speeding up the release of the 
film in the theatre in it* dispatch to the 21.
